Company, representatives of which 
last night asked the council at a com- 
mittee meeting for a 41-year fran- 
chise to operate in Richmond, 

Under &,new state law the com- 
pany is compelled to get a city fran- 
chise. Heretofore it has been operat- 
ing here under a county franchise. 

In asking for the 41-year fran- 
chise the company states it is willing 
to do two things. 

If the franchise is granted it will 
give tie city free phones in its public 
offices. Not more than two phones 
can be installed under thig agreement 
yearly, after the number to be in- 
Stalled at the time the franchise goes 
into effect is determined on. 

The other Proposition is that the 
phone company, after five years’ op- 
erations under a city franchise, will 
turn 2 per cent of its net earnings 
over to the city. 

The matter will probably come up 


for final consideration next Monday 
night.
